deſcribed to him. This, in the preſent caſe, Mr. Cleveley 


has moſt faithfully done from the plans hereto annexed; 
and Mr. De Poggi can pledge himſelf that he has not in a 
ſingle inſtance deviated from or loſt ſight of thoſe plans, 


which were drawn with preciſion under the direction of ſeveral

HE fleet under the command of Earl Howe, had the 


following objects in view : 


iſt, To convoy the Eaſt-India fleet, of nearly forty ſail, 
to a ſufficiently Southern latitude. | 
2d, To force the French fleet to action, ſhould it put to 
ſea. 
3d, To intercept the French convoy, returning from the 
ports of America, richly laden with the produce of the 
Weſt-India Iſlands, and with proviſions and ſtores for the 
Republic, and ſuppoſed to amount to 3 50 ſail. 
Lord Howe collected the India ſhips and his own fleet at 
St. Helen's, where he lay for a fair wind, which ſprung up 
early on the morning of the 2d of May; and by noon the 


convoy and the men of war were clear of their anchorage.

From the 5th to the 19th of May---The Engliſh fleet was 
croſſing the Bay in various directions, but did not ſee any 
thing. On the 19th, being again off Breſt, Lord Howe 
ordered the Phatton and Latona, covered by the Cæſar and 
Leviathan, to look into Breſt : this ſervice was performed, 
but the French fleet was no longer in Breſt Water; and, 
while ſtanding in, the Leviathan ſpoke an American coming 
out, from whom Lord Hugh Seymour learnt, that the 
French fleet had failed from Breſt ſome days before: their 
force was as yet unknown, though variouſly reported from 
twenty-five to thirty-five ſail of the line. In the after- 
noon, the Venus joined the fleet from Admiral Montagu's 


diviſion, after which Lord Howe bore away, with the wind 


ſtill to the Eaſtward, for the Bay, carrying a preſs of ſail.

conſiſting of part of the Liſbon convoy captured but two 
days before by the French fleet. Lord Howe directed the 
priſoners to be taken out, and the veſſels to be imme- 


diately burned. From the priſoners ſome information was 


gained ; that of the enemy's force, which they repreſented 


to be twenty-ſix ſail of the line, and four frigates, under 
the command of Rear-Admiral Villaret de Joyeuſe, whoſe 
flag was flying on board La Montagne of 120 guns; that 
with him was embarked Jean Bon de St. Andre, Member of 
the Convention; that four of their line of battle ſhips 
were fitted with furnaces for heating ſhot; and that the 


French Admiral had poſitive orders to engage, and as cloſe 


as poſſible. This laſt circumſtance was received as the 
omen of ſucceſs to the Britiſh fleet. 

The 22d of May---The fleet did not ſee any thing. 

The 23d of May---The fleet re-captured a ſhip and a 
Dutch | galliot, taken by the French fleet two days before. 
In the afternoon, the Venus captured a French cutter 


charged with diſpatches for their fleet, and by order burnt 


her. 


The 24th of May -The fleet did not ſee any thing. 
The 
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The 25th of May At day-break, a French 74 gun-ſhip 
was diſcovered to windward of the fleet, with a merchant 
ſhip in tow; the man of war was chaſed by the whole 


fleet; ſhe caſt off the merchant ſhip, and got away by the 


manifeſt ſuperiority of her ſailing. The merchant ſhip 
was taken by the Latona, and proved to be an American ; 
from her it was known, that the ſhip chaſed was the Au- 
dacieux of 74 guns, being one of a ſquadron of five ſail 
of the line, from which they had only parted company the 
preceding evening. During the chaſe, two corvettes of the 
Republic, a ſhip, and a brig, were captured : they miſtook 
the Engliſh for the French fleet and ran into it, but threw 
their diſpatches overboard : Lord Howe directed the cor- 


vettes and the American to be immediately burnt. 


The 26th and 27th of May---The fleet in ſearch of the 


enemy, but did not ſee any thing. 


The 28th of May---The wind being at S. S. E. the look- 


out frigates diſcovered the fleet of France to windward. It 
was running down towards the Engliſh fleet without any 
order, and amounted to thirty-two fail, including frigates; 
by ten o'clock the French diſcovered the fleet, they were 
nearing, to be the Britiſh, and were a conſiderable time 
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forming into a very indifferent line of battle on the larboard 


tack, Lord Howe, in the order of failing, preſſed his 


fleet to windward. The order of failing conſiſted of two 
diviſions, and four fail of the line (the Bellerophon, Ruſſel, 
Marlborough, and Thunderer) to windward, on the look- 
out. The Engliſh frigates by eleven o'clock were nearing 
the enemy, and were recalled by ſignal. 

It was evidently the intention of the enemy to avoid an 
action, and as much the determination of Lord Howe to 
force one; but being ſo far to leeward, his Lordſhip by 
ſignal declared his intention of harraſſing the rear of the 


enemy (who had wore and were on the ſame tack with the 


Britiſh), and directed the weather ſquadron under the 
command of Rear-Admiral Paſley to do ſo, which, towards 


the cloſe of the day, was effected by the Rear-Admiral 
with < peculiar firmneſs,” ſupported by Lord Hugh Seymour 
in the Leviathan, who engaged the Revolutionaire of 110 


guns (the rear ſhip of the enemy) until the coming up 


of the Audacious, Captain W. Parker, upon which the 
Leviathan paſſed on to action with the ſecond ſhip of the 


French. Theſe partial actions with the rear of the enemy 
were had with ſuch good effect, that by dark the Revolu- 
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EN 


tionaire was evidently abandoned to the Audacious. It is 
indeed impoſſible to do general juſtice in this or any other 
naval action where the night intervenes; which, in this 
particular inſtance, is the more evident, from the circum- 
ſtance of the Revolutionaire being left with the Auda- 


cious, and neither of them ſeen or heard of by the fleet till 


its return into port. It appears, however, that Captain 


Parker would moſt unqueſtionably have had the honour of 


bringing her into an Engliſh harbour, had not a ſquadron 


of nine fail of the enemy chaced him on the morning of 


the 29th, when the fleets were no longer in ſight, and re- 


captured the Revolutionaire. The Audacious was fortunate 


in making her eſcape from a very ſuperior force, though 


harraſſed by the enemy's frigates. 
It is neceſſary to ſay, that the French Admiral kept on 
the ſtarboard tack, carrying a preſs of fail all night, fol- 


| lowed by the Engliſh under an equal crowd of canvas. The 


French fleet did not ſhew any lights during the night; every 
ſhip of the Engliſh fleet carried one by the ſignal; the night 
was extremely dark. 

The 29th of May---At day-light the enemy were on the 
bow of the Britiſh fleet; the Audacious and Revolutionaire 
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were not in ſight, The French fleet very much ſcattered, 
but forming their line: Lord Howe made the ſignal to form 
in line as ſhips fell in. The Engliſh van being well up, 
were ordered by fignal to tack with a view of bringing the 
French rear to action. To avoid which the enemy wore 
altogether, and formed on the ſame tack with the Engliſh, 
that is, on the larboard tack; the Engliſh van were ſo well 
up as to engage the enemy's van, but at too great a diſtance, 
for though the French Admiral continued cloſing, he ſtill 
kept much too far for any deciſive action. 

Ihe fleets having drawn abreaſt of each other, and, finding 
the enemy determined to avoid cloſe action, Lord Howe made 
the ſignal to tack in ſucceſſion, intending to cut throu gh 
the enemy's fleet. From the diſabled ſtate of the ſhips this 
manceuvre was not fo readily effected; it however put the 
French into conſiderable diſorder, enabling the Britiſh to 
range on oppoſite tacks, within piſtol-ſhot of the enemy, 
or to cut through their line; both which were done, but 
yet with ſo much damage, that, upon the fleets ſeparating, 
the Royal George, Queen, Invincible, and Bellerophon, 
were found perfectly diſabled. On the other hand, ſeveral 
of the French were as ſeverely treated, and two of their 
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' : line were totally crippled, and left in the middle of the 
Britiſh; but the French center and rear having hardly ſuf- 
F fered, Monſieur Villaret led his own fleet, and recovered 
N | theſe ſhips before Lord Howe could refit or interpoſe. 
- Before we proceed any further in this Narrative, it is but 
| Juſtice to Monſieur Villaret to ſay, that, as far as he had 
1 gone, he ſhewed conſiderable ability as a ſea- officer; and 
] | by ſuch diſtant and continued, though partial, cannonade, 
he gradually brought his fleet into practice; but his manner 
| of recovering the two ſhips in queſtion claims the admi- 
| i ration of his enemies,. and the thanks of his country, It 
=_ muſt alſo be noticed, that he was particularly fortunate in 
| X | falling in with additional ſhips; two hours before the action 
on the 29th commenced, he was reinforced with L'Auda- 
cieux of 74 guns, by which his numbers continued to be 
ö | twenty-ſix of the line, and the Engliſh, by the ſeparation of 
[: the Audacious, were reduced to twenty-five, 

The circumſtances of this day continued till the evening, 
when the French had bore away with their diſabled ſhips, 
and gave up the weather-gage to Lord Howe; but a thick 
fog almoſt immediately ſucceeded, and prevented any fur- 
ther operations between the fleets | which were both on the 
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larboard tack, The diſabled ſhips of the Britiſh refitted 
with the moſt admirable activity during the fog, which 
continued the whole evening, and till the 

zoth of May—At 4 P. M. it cleared ſufficiently to cloſe 
the Engliſh fleet which had ſpread in the night, and to ſhew 
the French to leeward; but the immediate return of the fog 
prevented any thing being attempted. It continued the 
whole of the night of the zoth with thin rain, and the 
greater part of the | 

31ſt of May—At 3 P. M. it cleared up, and the fleet, ſtill 
on the larboard tack, was conſiderably ſcattered. The enemy 
were diſcovered about three leagues to leeward, and alſo on 
the larboard tack. The Britiſh fleet cloſed by ſix, and Lord 
Howe ran down towards the enemy, and when nearly four 
miles from them he hauled his wind on their weather-beam; 
the Latona was ordered to he one mile to leeward of the 
Charlotte, and the Phatton one mile to leeward of the Bel- 
lerophon, upon the look-out for the night. Each ſhip in 
the line received orders to carry commanding fail all night, 
which was probably from an idea Lord Howe entertained of 
the French Admiral making ſail after dark, to get fo far 
a-head of the Britiſh fleet as to tack in the morning and 


weather 
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weather it. Such, however, was not Monſieur Villaret's 
intention, for at day-light of the 

Memorable 1ſt of June—The French were diſcovered near 
five leagues on the lee or ftarboard quarter -of the Engliſh 


fleet. The wind was nearly fouth, and the breeze moderate, 


with the ſea quite ſmooth. Lord Howe immediately wore, 


ſtood towards the enemy, and being abreaſt of them about 
ſeven A. M. his lordſhip wore again to the larboard tack, 
on which the French were waiting the attack with their cuſto- 
mary reſolution, | 
It 1s neceſſary here to obſerve, that, during the fog of the 
21ſt of May, Monſieur Villaret was joined by the ſquadron 
under Admiral Nyelli, compoſed of the following ſhips:

guns. It is then evident that, by the junction of Admiral 
Nyelli, the number of the French fleet remained at twenty- 
ſix, nor could the ſudden and unexpected appearance of 
their repair be accounted for by the Engliſh on the morning 
of the 1ſt of June. Admiral Noyelli, immediately on Join- 
ing the French fleet, ſhifted his flag from the Sans Pareil 
to the Republicain of 118 guns.

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When Lord Howe had brought his fleet on the ſame tack 
with that of the French, he made ſuch changes in the order 
of the line as he judged moſt expedient for oppoſing the 
larger ſhips in his fleet to thoſe of the enemy. He alſo 
made it known by ſignal that he intended to paſs through 
the enemy's line, and engage them to leeward; and that the 
Britiſh rear was to engage the rear of the enemy, and the 
van to engage the van. 

Having allowed ſufficient time for breakfaſt, Lord Howe, 
about nine, bore up with the whole fleet, and the Queen 
Charlotte ſteered for her opponent the Montagne, with the 
ſignal for cloſe action flying; the ſhips a-head and a-ſtern 
of the Charlotte kept away parallel to her, and received the 
fire of the enemy ſome time before they returned it, ſome 
of the ſhips not doing ſo till they had cloſed with the enemy. 
The Charlotte puſhed in under the ſtern of the Montagne, 
and a-head of her ſecond a-ſtern Le Jacobin. It was doubt- 
ful whether there was ſufficient room between theſe ſhips, 
but Lord Howe was determined to attempt that manceuvre, 
and paſſed as near the Montagne as two ſhips can paſs with- 
out touching ; the reſt of the fleet, according to the cir- 
cumſtances in which they found themſelves, either puſhed 
D through 
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through the enemy's line, or cloſely engaged them to wind- 
ward. 

But here the compiler of this narrative muſt ſtop, and 
again crave the indulgence of each individual in the fleet; 
for every man engaged feels himſelf intereſted in his ſhare 
of the day, and deſerves the commendation which he will 
feel it is not even poſſible, particularly, to beſtow on the 
ſhip he ſerved in, except in very remarkable caſes. In actions 
between ſingle ſhips it is impoſſible to record every indivi- 
dual act of gallantry, and in thoſe between fleets it is equally 
impoſſible to do ſo by every individual ſhip; and if we attend 
to the relations given of thoſe events by the officers in com- 
mand, from the earlieſt periods of hiſtory, we find ſome 
prominent features, but no regular and progreſſive deſign. 
What then is to be ſaid? Nothing better than the words of 
the commander in chief: Selections, however, ſhould not 
ce be conſtrued to the diſadvantage of other commanders, 
«© who may have been equally deſerving of the approbation 
« of the Lords Commiſſioners of the Admiralty, although 
I am unable to make a more particular ſtatement of their 
bc merits.”

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- Lord Howe, in his public accounts, has paid the hand- 
ſomeſt tribute of praiſe to the Admirals ſerving under him 
in the command of their reſpective diviſions, and the ho- 
nours conferred on Admiral Graves, Sir Alexander Hood, 
Admiral Bowyer, Admiral Gardner, Admiral Paſley, and 
the appointment of commander in chief to Admiral Cald- 
well in the Weſt Indies, are as ſatisfactory as they are uni- 
verſally known. 
- A ſimilar mark of approbation was given by Lord Howe 
to Lord Hugh Seymour, who in the Leviathan ſucceſsfully 
attacked and filenced L'America, the ſhip naturally op- 
poſed to him in the order of battle, and bearing a broad 
pendant. His lordſhip engaged her ſo cloſely as to drive 
her out of the line, and oblige her to wear, in which he 
followed, and only left her, when perfectly a wreck, to 
obey Lord Howe's ſignal for cloſing round the Charlotte. 
To Captain Pakenham of the Invincible, who ſilenced the 
fire of the Juſte, a ſhip of very ſuperior force to that he 
commanded, and of which he afterwards took poſſeſſion; and 
who, on ſeeing the Queen Charlotte diſabled, ſent to Lord 
Howe to ſay the Invincible was ſufficiently manageable to 
bear his lordſhip's flag, ſhould he judge proper to ſhift it.

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To Captain Berkeley of the Marlborough, who got on 


board two of the enemy's ſhips at the ſame moment, in which 
he diſmaſted them both, and was left in the Marlborough 
without a ſtick ſtanding, and taken in tow by the Aquilon. 
To Captain Gambier, who was obſerved to have forced his 
way in the Defence through the enemy's line in the moſt gal- 
lant and exemplary manner; in doing which he was totally 
diſmaſted, and taken in tow by the Phaeton.

of the wounds he received—who boarded Le Vengeur, and ſo 


ſeverely mauled her that ſhe ſunk ſhortly after the action. 


To Captain Henry Harvey of the Ramillies, who had the 


opportunity of attacking the Vengeur while ſhe was engaged 
with the Brunſwick, and aſſiſting his brother in the deſtruc- 


tion of that ſhip. | 

To Captains Payne, Pringle, Duckworth (who was ſhot 
through the hand), and Elphinſtone, for their reſpective 
conduct; and to Captains Nichols of the Royal Sovereign,

merchant ſhip who put into Jerſey in July 1794, and who 


brought with him ſome blocks which he picked up near 


the hull of a two-decker, whoſe quarter deck was level 
with the water's edge, and which blocks were marked M. 
No. 15. 
It is further known, that the Revolutionaire was towed 
into Rochford without a maſt ſtanding ; her loſs in killed 
and wounded was ſtated by French accounts at near four 


hundred men, and her ſtate reported to be the moſt wretched 


imaginable.

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The French fleet on the evening of the 1ſt of June kept 


away from the wind, leaving the ſhips before-named in the 
undiſturbed poſſeſſion of the Engliſh; nor was it till all fur- 
ther hope of aſſiſtance was done away, that the officers com- 
manding theſe French ſhips thought themſelves authoriſed to 
ſtrike their colours. 
Lord Howe immediately after the victory gave his orders 
for ſhifting the priſoners, and refitting his fleet; and on the 
2d of June he directed Captain Bentinck of the Phatton to 
carry Sir Roger Curtis home with the joyful account. Sir 
Roger was landed at Plymouth on the gth, and proceeded to 
London without loſs of time; keeping the ſtricteſt ſecreſy as 
to the event of the action, till reported to the Lords of the 
Admiralty. TE | 

It had indeed been ſome days known that the fleets were 
in action; the Audacious, Captain Parker, having reached 
Plymouth in ſafety after he was obliged to give up the 
Revolutionaire to the ſquadron he fell in with on the 
morning of the 29th of May. This ſquadron, commanded 
by Admiral Nielly, having joined the French fleet on the 
zoth of May, enabled the French admiral to detach the 
ſhips crippled in the former actions.

Admiral Montagu's ſquadron of ſix ſhips, which had put 
into Plymouth, was immediately on the arrival of the Au- 
dacious reinforced by three fail of the line and ſome frigates, 
and went off Breſt. | 
On the gth of June in his paſlage he fell in with the 
Concale ſquadron of nine fail of the line and frigates, and 


chaced them cloſe into Breſt Water, but was unable to 


come up with any one of them; and the event did not 


prove even unfortunate, for at day-light of the 1oth, being 
off Uſhant, Admiral Montagu fell in with the remains of 
the French fleet of nineteen ſail of the line. The French 
admiral made the ſignal for a general chace, and had he 
thought it prudent to defer going into port, he muſt have 
come up with the Alexander, who was nearly within ſhot ; 
but Admiral Montagu ſhewing his determination to ſupport 
that ſhip, by dropping with the reſt of the ſquadron a-ſtern 
of her, the French admiral immediately gave up the chace 
and ſteered for Breſt. 

Admiral Montagu returned with his ſquadron to Plymouth 
Sound, and received a very flattering letter of approbation 
from the Lords of the Admiralty. Lord Howe, with his 
fleet and prizes, anchored at Spithead on the 13th of June.

Finding, on my return off Breſt on the 19th paſt, that 
the French fleet had a few days before put to ſea, and re- 


ceiving, on the ſame evening, advices from Rear-Admiral 
Montagu, I deemed it requiſite to endeavour to form a 
3 zunction with the Rear-Admiral as ſoon as poſſible, and 
E 0 =; - proceeded 
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proceeded immediately for the ſtation on which he meant to 
wait for the return of the Venus. 

But Having gained very credible intelligence on the 21ſt 
of the ſame month, whereby I had reaſon to ſuppoſe the 
French fleet 'were then but a few leagues farther to the 
weſtward, the courſe before ſteered was altered accordingly, 

On the morning of the 28th, the enemy were diſcovered 
far to windward, and partial actions were en ga ged with 
them that evening and the next day. 

The weather-gage having been obtained in the progreſs 
of the laſt-mentioned day, and the fleet being in a ſituation 
for bringing the enemy to cloſe action the 1ſt inſtant, the 
ſhips bore up together for that purpoſe, between ſeven and 
eight o'clock in the morning. 

The French, their force conſiſting * twenty-ſix ſhips of 
the line, oppoſed to his Majeſty” s fleet of twenty-five (the 


Audacious having parted company with the ſternmoſt ſhip 


of the enemy's line, captured in the night of the 28th), 
waited for the aCtion, and ſuſtained the attack with their 
cuſtomary reſolution. 

In leſs than an hour after the cloſe action commenced in 
the centre, the French Admiral, engaged by the Queen

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Charlotte, crowded off, and was followed by moſt of the 


ſhips of his van in condition to carry fail after him, leaving 
with us about ten or twelve of his crippled or totally diſ- 


maſted ſhips, excluſive of one ſunk in the engagement.— 


The Queen Charlotte had then loſt her fore-topmaſt, and 


the main-topmaſt fell over the fide very ſoon after. 


The greater number of the other ſhips of the Britiſh 


fleet were at this time ſo much diſabled, or widely ſepa- 
rated, and under ſuch circumſtances with reſpect to thoſe 
ſhips of the enemy in a ſtate for action, and with which 
the firing was {till continued, that two or three, even of 
their diſmantled ſhips, attempting to get away under a ſprit- 
ſail ſingly, or ſmaller ſail raiſed on the ſtump of the fore- 
maſt, could not be detained. 

Seven remained in our poſleſſion, one of which, however, 
ſank before the adequate aſſiſtance could be given to her 
crew, but many were ſaved, 


The Brunſwick having loſt her mizen-maſt in the action, 


and drifted to leeward of the French retreating ſhips, was 


obliged to put away large to the northward from them. 
Not ſeeing her chaſed by the enemy, in that predicament 


J flatter myſelf ſhe may arrive in ſafety at Plymouth. All

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the other twenty-four ſhips of his Majeſty's fleet re- aſſembled 


later in the day; and I am preparing to return with them, 
as ſoon as the captured ſhips of the enemy are ſecured, for 
Spithead. 
The material! injury to his Maj elty s ſhips, I underſtand, 
is confined principally to their maſts and _ which I 
conclude will be ſpeedily replaced. 
I have not been yet able to collect regular accounts of the 
killed and wounded in the different ſhips. Captain Mon- 
tagu is the only officer of his rank who fell in the action. 
The numbers of both deſcription, J hope, will prove ſmall, 
the nature of the ſervice conſidered; but I have the concern 
of being obliged to add on the ſame ſubject, that Admiral 
Graves has received a wound in the arm, and that Rear- 
Admirals Bowyer and Paſley, and Captain Hutt of the 
Queen, have each had a leg taken off; they are, however (I 
have the ſatisfaction to hear), in a favourable ſtate under 
thoſe misfortunes. In the captured ſhips the numbers of 
killed and wounded appear to be very conſiderable. | 
Though I ſhall have, on the ſubject of theſe different 
actions with the enemy, diſtinguiſhed examples hereafter to 
report, I preſume the determined bravery of the ſeveral 
ranks

ranks of officers and the ſhips companies employed under 


my authority, will have been already ſufficiently denoted by 
the effe& of their ſpirited exertions ; and, I truſt, I ſhall 
be excuſed poſtponing the more detailed narrative of the 
other tranſactions of the fleet thereon for being commu- 
nicated at a future opportunity ; more eſpecially as my 
firſt captain, Sir Roger Curtis, who 1s charged with this 
diſpatch, will be able to give the farther information the 
Lords Commiſſioners of the Admiralty may at this time 
require. It is incumbent on me, nevertheleſs, now to add, 
that I am greatly indebted to him for his councils as well 
as conduct in every branch of my official duties; and 1 
have ſimilar aſſiſtance, in the late occurences, to acknow- 


ledge of my ſecond captain, Sir Andrew Douglas,

In the extract of the Journal herewith encloſed, the pro- 
ceedings of the fleet are ſtated from the time of leaving St. 
Helen's, on the 2d of laſt month, to that of the firſt diſ- 
covery of the French fleet on the 28th of the ſame. For 
the farther information of the Lords Commiſſioners of the 


Admiralty, I have now therefore to relate the ſubſequent 


tranſactions not already communicated in my diſpatch of 


the 2d inftant, to be delivered by my firſt captain, Sir 
Roger Curtis, 

; Early in the morning of the 28th, the enemy were diſ- 
covered by the advanced frigates, far diſtant on the weather 
bow. The wind then freſh from the S8. by W. with a very 
rough ſea, Dy 1 
Fa. They 
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They came down, for ſome time, 1n a looſe order, ſeem- 


ingly unappriſed that they had the Britiſh fleet in view. 
After hauling to the wind when they came nearer, they 


were ſome hours before they could completely form in 
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regular order of battle upon the ſtarboard tack ; the Britiſh 3 4 
fleet continuing as before in the order of failing. 

The time required for the enemy to perfect their diſpo- 
ſition, had facilitated the nearer approach of His Majeſty's 
fleet to them, and for the ſeparately appointed and detached 
part of it, commanded by Rear-Admiral Paſley, to be placed 
more advantageouſly for making an impreſſion on their 
1 rear. 5 
The ſignals denoting that intention being made, the Rear- 
| Admiral, near upon the cloſe of day, led his diviſion on 


with peculiar firmneſs, and attacked a three-decked ſhip 


(the Revolutionaire), the ſternmoſt in the enemy's line. 
Making known ſoon after that he had a topmaſt diſabled, 
aſſiſtance was directed to be given to him in that ſituation. 
| I) be quick approach of night only allowed me to obſerve, 
that Lord Hugh Seymour (Conway) in the Leviathan, with 
equal good judgment and determined courage, puſhed up 
along: ſide of a three-decked French ſhip, and was ſupported,

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as it appeared, by Captain Parker, of the Audacious, in 
the moſt ſpirited manner. 

T he darkneſs which now prevailed did not admit of my 
making any more accurate obſervations on the conduct of 
thoſe ſhips and others concerned in the ſame ſervice ; but I 
have ſince learnt, that the Leviathan ſtretched on farther 
a-head, for bringing the ſecond ſhip from the enemy's rear 
to action, as ſoon as her former ſtation could be occupied 
by a ſucceeding Britiſh ſhip ; alſo, that the three-decked 
ſhip in the enemy's rear, as aforeſaid, being unſuſtained by 
their other ſhips, ſtruck to the Audacious, and that they 
parted company together ſoon after. 

The two opponent fleets continued on the ſtarboard tack, 
in a parallel direction, the enemy ſtill to windward the 
remainder of the night. The Britiſh fleet appearing in the 
| morning of the 29th, when in order of battle, to be far 
enough advanced for the ſhips in the van to make ſome 
farther impreſſion on the enemy's rear, was tacked in ſuc- 
ceſſion with that intent. 

The enemy wore hereupon from van to rear, and con- 
tinued edging down in line a-head to engage the van of the 
Britiſh fleet; when arrived at ſuch diſtance as to be juſt 
able 
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able to reach our moſt advanced ſhips, their headmoſt ſhips, 


as they came ſucceſſively into the wake of their reſpective 


ſeconds a-head, opened with that diſtant fire upon the 
headmoſt ſhips of the Britiſh van. The ſignal for paſſing 


through their line, made when the fleet tacked before, was 
then renewed. 

It could not be for ſome time ſeen, through the fire from 
the two fleets in the van, to what extent that ſignal was 
complied with. But as the ſmoke at intervals diſperſed, it 
was obſerved that the Cæſar, the leading ſhip of the Britiſh 


van, after being about on the ſtarboard tack,” and come 


a-breaſt of the Queen Charlotte, had not kept to tbe wind ; 


and that the appointed movement would conſequently be 
liable to fail of the purpoſed effect. : 

The Queen Charlotte was therefore immediately tacked; 
and, followed by the Bellerophon, her ſecond a- ſtern (and 
ſoon after joined by the Leviathan), paſſed through in 
action between the fifth and ſixth ſhips in the rear of the 


enemy's line. She was put about again on the larboard 


tack forthwith, after the enemy, in preparation for renew-

The reſt of the Britiſh fleet being at this time paſſing to 
leeward, and without the ſternmoſt ſhips moſtly of the 
French line, the enemy wore again to the eaſtward, in ſuc- 
ceſſion, for ſuccouring the diſabled ſhips of their rear; 
which intention, by reaſon of the then diſunited ſtate of the 
fleet, and having no more than the two crippled ſhips, the 


Bellerophon and Leviathan, at that time near me, I was una- 
ble to obſtruct, 


The enemy having ſucceeded in that operation, wore 
round again, after ſome diſtant cannonading of the neareſt 
Britiſh ſhips, occaſionally returned, and ſtood away in order 
of battle on the larboard tack, followed by the Britiſh fleet 
in the ſame order (but with the weather-gage retained), a8 
ſoon as the ſhips coming forward to cloſe with the Queen 


Charlotte were ſuitably arranged. 


The fleets remained ſeparated ſome few miles, in view at 
times on the intermiſſion of a thick fog, which laſted moſt 


part of the two next days. 


The commander of a fleet, their Lordſhips know, is una- 
voidably ſo confined in his view of the occurrences in time 
of battle, as to be little capable of rendering perſonal teſti- 
mony to the meritorious ſervice of officers who have pro- 

| fited. 
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fited, in a greater extent, by the opportunities to diſtinguiſh 
themſelves on ſuch occaſions. 


To diſcharge this part of my public hits; reports were 


called for from the flag-officers of the fleet, for ſupplying 


the defects of my obſervance, under the limited circum- 
ſtances above mentioned. 'Thoſe officers, therefore, who 
have ſuch particular claim to my attention, are the Admirals 
Graves and Sir Alexander Hood ; the Rear-Admirals 
Bowyer, Gardner, and Paſley ; the Captains Lord Hugh 
Seymour, Pakenham, Berkeley, Gambier, John Harvey, 


Payne, Parker, Henry Harvey, Pringle, Duckworth, and 
Elphinſtone. Special notice 1s alſo due of the Captains 


Nichols of the Sovereign, and Hope of the Bellerophon, 


who became charged with, and well conducted, thoſe ſhips, 


when the wounded flag-officers, under whom they reſpec- 
tively ſerved therein, were no longer able to remain at their 
poſts ; and the Lieutenants Monckton of the Marlborough, 
and Donnelly of the Montagu, in ſimilar ſituations. Theſe 
ſelections, however, ſhould not be conſtrued to the diſadvan- 


tage of other Commanders, who may have been equally de- 


ſerving of the approbation of the Lords Commuſſioners of 
. the 
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the Admiralty, although I am not enabled to make a parti- 


cular ſtatement of their merits. 

To the reports from the flag-officers are added thoſe re- 
quired from the ſeveral captains of the fleet; whereby their 
Lordſhips will become more particularly acquainted with 
the meritorious ſervices of the ſeveral commanders, and 
animated intrepidity of their ſubordinate officers and ſhips 
companies; to which the defeat of the enemy, with every 
advantage of ſituation and circumſtance in their favour, is 
truly to be aſcribed. To the like purport, I beg my teſti- 
mony, in behalf of the officers and company of every de- 


ſcription in the Queen Ch arlotte, may be accepted.

The Engliſh line of battle begins with the Czſar, No. 1, 
the leading ſhip that day, and ends with the Thunderer, 
No. 25.—That of the F rench was compoſed of twenty-ſix 


line of battle (excluſive of the Tirannicide, which, having 
been much diſabled in the action of the 29th of May, was 
unable to keep her ſtation, though taken in tow by the 
Trajan, and ſeconded by the Audacieux), beginning with 
La Convention, A. and ending at La Pelletier. 

TE TIE repreſented in the firſt Picture is at 100 40 
A. M. when the French Admiral crowded off. 

In this Picture Mr. R. CLEvELEY has repreſented, from to 
leeward of both fleets, at one view, the whole of the action, 
on a diagonal, which prolongs itſelf Eaſt from the van, in 
order to expreſs the ſituation of the Britiſh fleet, about one 
 beur after the cloſe action had commenced in the centre ; when 
it had broken the enemy's line at many points, and each 
{hip was either individually engaged with its opponent, 
or in mutually ſupporting each other; and when La 
Montagne had bore away from the Queen Charlotte, which, 
by the loſs of her fore-top maſt, and ſoon after the main-top maſt,

| ADMIRAL VILLARET on board La Montagne, N. having 
been near one hour to leeward, about ſix miles from the 
Britiſh fleet, for the purpoſe of making thoſe repairs which 
were extremely urgent, from the great damages ſhe had ſuſ- 
tained by the fire of the Queen Charlotte; and having, in that 
ſituation, collected nine of his line of battle (excluſive of 
Le Terrible, E. and Le Temeraire, D. which ſhips were in too 
diſabled a ſtate to refit and keep up with him), is coming 


down, leading thoſe ſhips in a compact line, in order to 


cover the retreat of Le Republicain, W.; which ſhip, having 


only her mizen-maſt ſtanding, had bore away to a conſider- 
able diſtance from the Britiſh fleet, and was followed by 
Le Tirannicide, Le Mucius, Le Gemmapes, and Le Scipion, all 


in the ſtate of wrecks, who had crawled away before the 


wind, and were towing up by frigates toward La Mon- 
zagne, which is here repreſented as coming to their aſſiſtance. 
Q Theſe 
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Theſe fix wrecks were covered from the rearmoſt ſhips of 
the Britiſh fleet by L'Eole, Le Gaſparin, and Le Pelletier. 

ABOUT this time, Earr Hows, in the Queen Charlotte, 
No. 14, having ſent ſufficient force in order to watch 
and prevent the eſcape of ſeven of the enemy's line of 
battle, L' America, L' Inpetueux, Le Juſte, L' Achille, Le 
Vengeur, Le Northumberland, and Le Sans Pareil; and 
having directed that the moſt immediate aſſiſtance ſhould 
be given to the Royal George, who had loſt her fore-maſt 
the main and mizen-tops, the Marlborough and the Defence, 
which were perfect wrecks afloat, and to the crew of Le 
Vengeur, who had been reported to his Lordſhip to be 
ſinking ; had then the ſignal flying for the line-a-head, for 
each ſhip to fall in, as their ſituations would allow, with 
the commander in chief; whoſe deſign moſt aſſuredly was 
that of renewing the engagement, had the French Ad- 
mal attempted weathering the above-mentioned ſeven 
ſhips belonging to his fleet, or offered to cut off the 
Queen, who, by the loſs of her main and mizen-maſts, had 


drove a conſiderable way from the reſt of the fleet.

_ Tnvs the Second Picture exhibits an intereſting and 
affecting ſcene: it ſhows the reſpective conditions of the 
Britiſh and the enemy's fleet after the engagement ; it 
proves that the French Admiral had no other view but 
that of joining the eight ſhips firſt-mentioned, and of bear- 
ing away for France while he had a favourable wind for 
ſo doing; leaving behind him, in the undiſputed poſ- 
ſeſſion of the Engliſh, ſeven of his line of battle in a ſtate 
of complete wrecks. 
Tux view of the ſinking of Le Vengeur, an event aw- 


fully ſublime, is particularly expreſſed. The mind of the 


ſpectator is at the ſame time greatly relieved, by obſerving 


the ſtrenuous and benevolent exertions of the BRITISH 


SAlLoks, in their boats, employed in the generous act of 
ſaving their drowning enemies. 


Tux ſinking ſtate of Le Vengeur was not known to 


the commander in chief, till Captain Schomberg, of the 


Culloden, had ſent Lieutenant Sutton on board her (after 
ſhe had hoiſted an Engliſh enſign), who, among others, 
brought away with him Monſ. Renaudin, the French 
captain, and his ſon, a boy of about twelve years of age. 
The neareſt ſhips were of courſe the moſt able to exert

Hide efforts. Captain Bazely, of the Alfred, ſent as many 


boats as were ſerviceable; and Lieutenant Winne, com- 
mander of the Rattler cutter, merits his country's warmeſt 
thanks for his unremitted efforts, in ſaving upwards of 
two hundred men in the little veſſel he commanded ; and 
which latter is repreſented in the Picture near on the ſtar- 
board ſide of Le Vengeur. The Gibraltar, we are in- 
formed, was by ſignal ſent to her relief, and ſeveral boats 
were alſo ſent from other ſhips, but came up too late to 


afford Le Vengeur any effectual aſſiſtan ce.
